Congress Gets Tough on Banks 



Historic legislation 
to prevent repeat of 
’08 meltdown passes 

Washington 

Congress on Thursday passed the 
stiffest restrictions on banks and 
Wall Street since the Great Depres- 
sion, clamping down on lending 
practices and expanding consumer 
protections to prevent a repeat of 
the 2008 meltdown that knocked 
the economy to its knees. 

A year in the making and 22 
months after the collapse of Leh- 
man Brothers triggered a world- 
wide panic in credit and other mar- 
kets, the bill cleared its final hurdle 
with a 60-39 Senate vote. It now 
goes to the White House for Pres- 
ident Obama’s signature, expect- 
ed as early as Wednesday. 

The law will give the govern- 
ment new powers to break up com- 
panies that threaten the economy, 
create a new agency to guard con- 
sumers in their financial transac- 
tions and shine a light into shadow 
financial markets that escaped the 
oversight of regulators. 

Large, failing financial institu- 
tions would be liquidated, and the 
costs would be assessed on their 
surviving peers. 

The Federal Reserve is getting 
new powers while falling under 


greater congressional scrutiny. 

From storefront payday lend- 
ers to the biggest banking and 
investment houses on Wall Street, 
few players in the financial world 
are immune to the bill’s reach. 
Consumer and investor transac- 
tions, whether simple debit card 
swipes or the most complex secu- 
rities trades, face new safeguards 
or restrictions. 

“I’m about to sign Wall Street 
reform into law, to protect con- 
sumers and lay the foundation 
for a stronger and safer finan- 


cial system, one that is innova- 
tive, creative, competitive and far 
less prone to panic and collapse,” 
Obama said. 

“Unless your business model 
depends on cutting corners or bilk- 
ing your customers, you have noth- 
ing to fear.” 

Republicans said the bill is a 
vast federal overreach that will 
drive financial-sector jobs over- 
seas. Before the final vote was even 
cast. House Republican leader John 
Boehner called for its repeal, jim

Goldman to Pay $550M 


SEC had charged 
firm with misleading 
mortgage investors 

Washington 

Goldman Sachs & Co. has agreed 
to pay $550 million to settle civil 
fraud charges that accused the Wall 
Street giant of misleading buyers of 
mortgage-related investments. 

The deal calls for Goldman to 
pay the Securities and Exchange 
Commission fines of $300 million. 
The rest of the money will go to 


compensate those who lost money 
on their investments. 

The fine was the largest against 
a financial company in SEC histo- 
ry. The settlement amounts to less 
than 5 percent of Goldman’s 2009 
net income of $12.2 billion after 
payment of dividends to preferred 
shareholders — or a littie more than 
two weeks of net income. 

The settlement involves charg- 
es that Goldman sold mortgage 
investments without telling buy- 
ers that the securities were crafted 
with input from a client that was 
betting on them to fail. 


The securities cost investors 
close to $1 billion while helping 
Goldman client Paulson & Co. 
capitalize on the housing bust, 
the SEC said in the charges filed 
on April 16. 

It was the most significant legal 
action related to the mortgage melt- 
down that pushed the country into 
recession. 

Goldman acknowledged that its 
marketing materials for the deal at 
the center of the charges omitted 
key information for buyers. But the 
firm did not admit any legal wrong- 
doing. (AP)

Ship Remains Found at WTC Site 


New York 

Workers at the World Trade Center 
site are excavating a 32-foot-long 
ship hull that apparently was used 
in the l8th century as part of the 
fill that extended lower Manhat- 
tan into the Hudson River. 

It was hoped that the arti- 
fact could be retrieved by the end 
of Thursday, said archaeologist 
Molly McDonald. A boat special- 
ist planned to look at it. 

McDonald said she wanted to at 


least salvage some timbers; it was 
unclear if any large portions could 
be lifted intact. 

McDonald and archaeologist A. 
Michael Pappalardo were at the site 
of the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks when 
the discovery was made Tuesday 
morning. 

“We noticed curved timbers that 
a back hoe brought up,” McDonald 
said Wednesday. “We quickly found 
the rib of a vessel and continued to 
clear it away and expose the hull 
over the last two days.” 


The two archeologists work for 
AKRF, a firm hired to document 
artifacts discovered at the site. They 
called the find significant but said 
more study was needed to deter- 
mine the age of the ship. 

“We’re going to send timber 
samples to a laboratory to do den- 
drochronology that will help us to 
get a sense of when the boat was 
constructed,” said McDonald. Den- 
drochronology is the science that 
uses tree rings to determine dates 
and chronological order, (ap)

Vatican City 

The Vatican revised its in-house 
rules to deal with clerical sex abuse 
cases Thursday, targeting priests 
who molest the mentally disabled 
as well as children and doubling 
the statute of limitations for such 
crimes.

Prison Transfer 
Marks Milestone

Iraq assumed control of the last 
U.S.-run prison camp in the coun- 
try Thursday, a milestone that casts 
a spotlight on the Iraqi government’s 
troubled record of caring for inmates 
amid allegations of torture and over- 
crowding at Iraqi-run facilities. 

The change in command at 
Camp Cropper — renamed Karkh 
Prison — marks the end of a trou- 
bling chapter in the U.S. presence in 
the country, which was marred early 
on by photographs showing Ameri- 
can soldiers abusing inmates at the 
notorious Abu Ghraib prison. 

At the Iraqis’ request, the Unit-

Argentina 
OKs Gay 
Marriage 


Buenos Aires, Argentina 

Argentina became the first Latin 
American nation to legalize gay mar- 
riage Thursday, granting same-sex 
couples all the legal rights, respon- 
sibilities and protections that mar- 
riage brings to heterosexuals. 

The law’s passage — a priori- 
ty for President Cristina Fernan- 
dez’s government — has inspired 
activists to push for similar laws 
in other countries, and a wave of 
gay weddings are expected in Bue- 
nos Aires. 

But it also carries political risks 
for Fernandez and her husband, 
former president Nestor Kirchner. 
The vote divided their governing 
coalition, and while gay rights have 
strong support in the capital, anti- 
gay feelings still run strong in a 
country where the vast majority of 
people are Roman Catholic. 

Gays and lesbians who have 
already found Buenos Aires to be 
a welcoming place to live will like- 
ly rush to the altar, but same-sex 
couples from other countries will 
need to live in Argentina before 
becoming eligible, and the neces- 
sary residency documents can take 
months to obtain, (ap) 


Nuclear Scientist Home in iran 



Iranian who claimed 
he was abducted was 
paid $5M by the CIA 

Washington 

An Iranian scientist who defected 
to the U.S. returned home amid an 
escalating propaganda war between 
Tehran and Washington but with- 
out $5 million he had been paid for 
what a U.S. official said was “signif- 
icant” information about his coun- 
try’s nuclear programs. 

The CIA paid Shahram Amiri a 
total of $5 million to provide intel- 
ligence, but Amiri did not take the 
money with him, the U.S. official, 
who was briefed on the case, said 
Thursday. The funds were barred 
by U.S. Treasury sanctions that 
prohibit the flow of American dol- 
lars to Iran. 

The official, who spoke on con- 


dition of anonymity because pub- 
lic discussion of the case was not 
authorized, said Amiri had provid- 
ed the CIA with “significant, orig- 
inal information” that the agency 


was able to independently verify, 
although he would not detail the 
scope of the intelligence Amiri pro- 
vided. There was also no indication, 
the official said, that Amiri might 


have been a double agent sent by 
the Iranians to learn what the CIA 
knows about its suspected nuclear 
weapons program. 

Iran’s leaders are expected to 
use Amiri to ring up as many pro- 
paganda points as possible against 
Washington, and within hours of 
the former defector’s arrival in Teh- 
ran, the war of words heated up. 

Iranian officials touted Amiri’s 
claim that he had been abducted 
by U.S. agents, while a U.S. State 
Department official parried with a 
caU for three long-imprisoned Amer- 
ican hikers to be released and treat- 
ed similarly to Amiri, who they said 
was allowed to return to his home- 
land. U.S. officials have insisted 
that Amiri was neither kidnapped 
nor coerced into leaving Iran. The

Court Upholds Gay Marriage Law 


Ruling says officials 
can keep issue off 
D.C. ballot in Nov. 

Washington 

D.C.’s highest court has ruled 
against opponents of the city’s same 
sex-marriage law, saying they can- 
not ask voters to overturn it. 

Opponents had wanted to chal- 
lenge a law that went into effect 
in Washington in March allow- 
ing same-sex couples to wed. They 
attempted to get approval to put an 
initiative on the ballot in November 
asking city voters to define mar- 
riage in the city as between one man

and one woman. But city officials 
balked, saying the initiative autho- 
rized discrimination and that put- 
ting it on the ballot would violate a 
district human rights law. 

On Thursday, the D.C. Court of 
Appeals ruled 5-4 that officials had 
the authority to keep the measure 
off the ballot and acted appropri- 
ately in barring it. 

City officials and gay rights 
groups cheered the decision. The 
city’s attorney general, Peter Nick- 
les, wrote in a statement that the 
ruling is a “great victory for the 
city,” and Mayor Adrian Fenty said 
the decision “proves that discrim- 
ination will not be tolerated in the 
District.” (ap)

Now the Waiting Begins 

After choking off the oil flow in the Gulf, BP waits to see whether cap will hold 


New Orleans 

BP finally choked off the flow of oil 
into the Gulf of Mexico on Thurs- 
day — 85 days and up to 184 mil- 
lion gallons after the crisis unfold- 
ed — then began a tense 48 hours 
of watching to see whether the 
capped-off well would hold or blow 
a new leak. 

To the relief of millions of peo- 
ple along the Gulf Coast, the big, 
billowing brown cloud of crude at 
the bottom of the sea disappeared 
from the underwater video feed 
for the first time since the disas- 
ter began in April, as BP closed 
the last of three openings in the 
75-ton cap lowered onto the well 
earlier this week. 

“Finally!” said Renee Brown, a 
school guidance counselor visiting 
Pensacola Beach, Fla., from Lon- 
don, Ky. “Honestly, Fm surprised 
that they haven’t been able to do 
something sooner, though.” 

But the company stopped far 
short of declaring victory over the 
biggest offshore oil spill in U.S. his- 
tory and one of the nation’s worst 
environmental disasters, a catas- 
trophe that has killed wildlife and 
threatened the livelihoods of fisher- 
men, restaurateurs and oil industry 
workers from Texas to Florida. 

Now begins a waiting period 
during which engineers will mon- 
itor pressure gauges and watch for 
signs of leaks elsewhere in the well. 
The biggest risk: Pressure from the 
oil gushing out of the ground could 
fracture the well and make the leak 
even worse, causing oil to spill from 
other spots on the sea floor. 

Ultimately, the cap may have to 
be opened up, allowing oil to spill 
into the sea again. 

“For the people living on the 
Gulf, Fm certainly not going to 
guess their emotions,” BP Vice 
President Kent Wells said. “I hope 
they’re encouraged there’s no oil

going into the Gulf of Mexico. But 
we have to be careful. Depending 
on what the test shows us, we may 
need to open this well back up.” 

President Obama called it a pos- 
itive sign, but cautioned: “We’re 
still in the testing phase.” 

The apparent success follows a 
string of failed attempts by BP to 
contain the leak, including the use 
of a giant concrete-and-steel box that 
became clogged with ice-like crys- 
tals; a colossal stopper and siphon 
tube that trapped very little oil; and 
an effort to jam the well by pumping 
in mud and shredded rubber. 

Wells said the oil stopped flow- 
ing into the water at 2:25 p.m. CDT 


after engineers gradually dialed 
back the amount of crude escap- 
ing through the last of three vents 
in the cap, an 18 -foot-high metal 
stack of pipes and valves. 

On the video feed, the violently 
churning cloud of oil and gas com- 
ing out of a narrow tube thinned, and 
tapered off Suddenly, there were a 
few puffs of oil, surrounded by cloudy 
dispersant BP was pumping on top. 
Then, there was nothing. 

“I am very pleased that there’s 
no oil going into the Gulf of Mexi- 
co.

In 2008, sisters Sophie LaM- 
ontagne and Katherine Kallin- 
is ditched careers in fashion and 
finance to create Georgetown Cup- 
cake (3301 M St. NW). It turns out 
the duo have crumb luck; they 
now sell at least 5,000 iced won- 
ders each day. But running a bak- 
ery isn’t always a piece of cake, a 
fact reinforced on their new TLC 
reality show, “D.C. Cupcakes” (Fri., 
10 p.m.).

What’s it like, as sisters, to work 
together?

And I really think 
they’re just a staple.

Churn up some ice cream 

without getting a degree 
from Ben & Jerry’s U 


Jessica Sidman owes her 

self-described obsession with 
homemade ice cream to the demise 
of a local couple’s relationship. 
That’s because she scored a Cui- 
sinart ice cream maker for $20 on 
Craigslist that was being unloaded 
by a woman who hated ice cream 
herself but had dated a fan of fro- 
zen desserts. 

Sidman, 24, right, has made 
some kind of icy delicacy almost 
weekly ever since. “What’s great 
about it is that you’re not limited 
to the conventional flavors you can 
get in the grocery store,” she says. 
“It’s not just chocolate and vanil- 
la; you can make some bizarre 
things as well.” 

For Sidman, that includes com- 
bos like green tomato-ginger ice 
cream and cucumber-mint-vod- 
ka sorbet. “My friends love to sug- 
gest flavors,” says the Logan Cir- 
cle-based reporter for Bisnow, who 
recently started a blog devoted to 
her cold concoctions called the Fro- 
zen Fix (Frozenfix.com). “Some- 
times it’s whatever I can come up 
with using what’s around me.” 
That’s how she first churned a 
batch of rosemary ice cream with

some leftover herbs from a roast 
chicken she’d made. 

It may seem easier to just go to 
the store and pick up a pint, but 
those who’ve mixed their own 
batches of Fudge Ripple Surprise 
or Kiwi Sorbet say there’s no com- 
parison when it comes to taste. “It’s 
like an entirely different product,” 
says Jenna Huntsberger, 27, the 
Adams Morganite behind the blog 
ModernDomestic (Moderndomes- 
tic.com), who turns out her own ice 
cream with a hand-cranked Donvi- 
er machine. “Even if the stuff you 
get in the store says it uses real 
vanilla beans, there’s just some- 
thing about being able to scrape 
the seeds out yourself and have a 
product that’s really fresh.” 

And even total novices shouldn’t 
be afraid to give ice cream a 
whirl. 

“The good news is that once 
you master the base and mak- 
ing custard, that’s the only dif- 
ficult part about the whole pro- 
cess,” says F.W. Pearce, a founder 
of ice-cream company Ciao Bella 
(its blood orange sorbet has been 
one of Oprah’s favorite things) and 
the co-author of the new book “The 


Ciao Bella Book of Gelato & Sorbet- 
to” ($25, Clarkson Potter). “Every- 
thing else is just blending in some 
flavoring and throwing it in the ice 
cream maker.” 

Since you’re in charge of the 
churning, you can incorporate any 
ingredients you like. “The sky’s 
the limit,” Pearce says. “We try to 
encourage people to go out and try 
anjThing they want. These recipes 
are just guidelines.” 

Robb Duncan, founder of D.C.- 
based gelato maker Dolcezza (Dol- 
cezzagelato.com), looks to things 
such as vinaigrettes and classic 
cocktails when considering which 
blends might produce a winner, 
such as the company’s popular 
lemon ricotta- cardamom flavor. 

“But you’ve got to be really care- 
ful when you’re doing combinations 
with herbs or spices and fruit,” he 
says. “Five grams too much, and 
you could completely overpower 
the fruit.” 

But that kind of trial and error 
can also have some truly sweet 
results. “Don’t be afraid to exper- 
iment,” Sidman says. “Sometimes 
the unusual flavors are the best.”

CHOCOLATE CINNAMON 
ORANGE ZEST ICE CREAM 

Ingredients 
» 1 1/2 cups whole milk 
» 1 1/2 cups heavy cream 
» 1/2 cup sugar 
» 2 tsp cinnamon 
» 6 egg yolks 

a 6 oz. (two bars) dark chocolate 
» 1 tbsp freshly grated orange zest 

Yield:! quart 

Combine milk, cream, sugar and cin- 
namon in a saucepan over medium heat 
and stir. 

In a separate bowl, whip egg yolks. 
Just before the milk begins to simmer, 
add about half the mixture to the bowl 
of egg yolks half a cup at a time, stirring 
constantly. Slowly pour the egg mixture 
back into the saucepan. 

Continue to stir until liquid thickens 
into a custard and coats the back of a 
spoon. Add broken up bits of chocolate 
to a large bowl. 

Pour the hot custard over the choco- 
late and stir until it melts and is fully 
incorporated. 

Chill the custard using an ice bath or 
refrigeration. Stir in orange zest. Pour 
custard into ice cream maker and freeze 
according to manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions.

Film Review 

“Inception,” the science-fiction 
thriller by writer-director Christo- 
pher Nolan that easily qualifies as 
the most highly anticipated movie 
of the summer, opens with a dra- 
matic shot of huge waves break- 
ing onto a nameless shore. And 
that image suggests the best way 
to watch a film with such a tightly 
coiled plot, cerebral conceits and 
formidable ambition. Rather than 
trying to game out “Inception” 
on first viewing, it’s best to let it 
wash over you, and save the head- 
scratching and inevitable Talmu- 
dic interpretations for later. 

Chances are, there will be a 
later: “Inception” is the kind of 
film that will no doubt drive scores 
of viewers to theaters for a sec- 
ond go. But the key to success in a 
movie as purposefully complex as 
this one is that you see it again not 
because you have to, but because 
you want to. “Inception” is that rare 
film that can be enjoyed on super- 
ficial and progressively deeper lev- 
els, a feat that uncannily mimics 
the mind-bending journey its pro- 
tagonist takes. 

That would be Dom Cobb 
(Leonardo DiCaprio), who makes 
his living navigating the minds of 
other people, sharing their dreams 
and stealing ideas in an elabo- 
rate psychological gambit known 
as “extraction.” Along with his 
henchman Arthur (Joseph Gor- 
don-Levitt) and a vaguely sinister 
sleep-inducing gadget, Cobb has 
worked mostly with businesses

engaged in super-complicated cor- 
porate espionage. 

But as “Inception” opens, a cli- 
ent named Saito (Ken Watanabe) 
hires Cobb for an altogether dif- 
ferent assignment: Rather than 
steal an idea, he wants Cobb and 
Arthur to plant one in the mind of 
Robert Fischer (Cillian Murphy), 
the would-be heir to an energy 
conglomerate, in a process called 
“inception.” 

It’s a tough job, and Cobb pro- 
ceeds to assemble a crack team of 
dream-weavers to help him pull it 
off, including a wily forger named 
Fames (Tom Hardy), a chemist 
named Yusuf (Dileep Rao) and a 
young architect named Ariadne 
(Ellen Page), who in addition to 
designing the mazelike dream- 
scapes much of “Inception” tran- 
spires in, acts as an essential proxy 
for filmgoers who are likely to find 
themselves utterly lost in the direc- 
tor’s own convoluted ideas. 

Drawing as much inspiration 
from Mies van der Rohe and Le 
Corbusier as he does from M.C. 
Escher, Nolan manages to create 
a world all his own in “Inception.” 
And that’s a world that, while clear- 
ly a product of an auteur’s idio- 
syncratic impulses, meets view- 
ers at precisely that liminal state 
between dream and reality where

Film Review 

When, as the title promises, the 
two modernist titans of “Coco 
Chanel & Igor Stravinsky” final- 
ly, you know, get down to busi- 
ness, they disrobe in very differ- 
ent ways. Chanel’s unwrapping is 
elegant and simple: a single but- 
ton freed, and her gorgeous white 
dress falls like the unveiling of a 
statue. Poor Stravinsky fumbles 
with his trousers, his shirt and tie, 
his wire-rimmed glasses. 

Igor may be the most important 
composer of the 20th century, but 
he is a mere human. Coco, in this 
beautiful but indulgent French 
film, is a work of art.

tor Jan Kounen to make this movie 
look bad, filled as it is with beauti- 
ful things: to start with, leads Anna 
Mouglalis and Mads Mikkelsen, 
shot by ace cinematographer David 
Ungaro. But even more striking is 
the villa outside Paris where the 
film is set. 

The movie begins with the 1913 


Paris premiere of Stravinsky’s 
revolutionary ballet “The Rite of 
Spring.” Kounen’s roaming camera 
brings to life both Vaslav Nijinsky’s 
daring choreography and the audi- 
ence’s wild responses: “Go back to 
Russia!” one wag shouts. 

But then the film skips for- 
ward to 1920 and slows way down.

Coco Chanel, in short, is sub- 
stantially more interesting than 
Igor Stravinsky. While “Coco
